: STATE COLLEGE, Miss—An ambi- 

tious research program, calling for the 
expenditure of more than $1,500,000 
during the 1952-53 fiscal year, has 
been authorized for Mississippi State 
College, president Fred T. Mitchell 
has revealed. 

About 100 members of the faculty 
and staff will work on the projects, 
which are primarily in the fields of 
agriculture, engineering, business and 
general faculty research. The cost will 
be paid by state and federal appropri- 
ations, private grants and contracts, 
government research contracts and gifts.
